feel, or have felt, the fame difficulties I have had 
tocontend with, and perhaps have been lols for- 
tunate in the application of means to obviate 
them. The fhort and fimple annals of the poor, 
though they may fai! to intereft fuch as are ele- 
vated by rank, or bleffed with affluence, are nev- 
erthelefs frequently as well worthy of being re- 
corded, as they are ufeful to be read, The art 
of living on a little, and making that little fatis- 
fy, is a fcience not to be defpifed. To teach oth- 
ers how to gain and preferve the refpect of their 
fiperiors, to lay down a few plain maxims by 
which humble poverty may be fupertatively 
happy, is a tatk of which virtue need not be a: 
fhamed, nor knowledge blath, 

But to finifh t.is preamble, know that T was 
the only danghrer of a Httle farmer, whofe rent 
Cid not exceed fifte pounds per annum ; and 
who, to gain a livelihood, of courfe, was oblig- 
ec to train ap his child to that patient labour of 
which he fer acon4dantexamnple himfelf. My mo- 
ther was thrifty and diligent, and managed the 
attairsof the family wi h confommate prudenc 
It wasa maxim with her, never to overlook 
finall expences, nor farall favings; never to lay 
Sut money, il fome article of dre& or furniture 
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was actvally wanted, and then to pay for it at 
the moment. “Atradefman’s bill would have al- 


‘mott thrown her into bytlerics ; the loved inde- 


pendence; and the knew that it could be fecur- 
ed only by avoiding idle expences, and keeping 
from ruoning into debt. Under fucha mother, 
l early imbibed principles of economy and man- 
agement, which | have fince found to be of the 
moft effential fervice to mein life. Yer, though 
frugality prefided at our board, and regulated 
all our tranfactions, it was prudence, not parfi- 
mony or avarice, that dictated this conduct. 
The enfortnnate never went from our door 
withont relief ; and age and ficknefs received 
every alleviation that our humble means would 
allow. 

My education, as far as Jearning was con- 
cerned, of neceffity, was circum/‘{cribed ; yet nel- 
ther my perfon nor my mind were wholly ne- 
glected. After attending to the bufinefs of our 
little dairy, and other duties erifing out of our 
occupations in life,my mother ufed to e me 
to read ; and when my father could finda fpare 
hour, he gave mea leflon, as well as be was able, 
in writing and arithmetic. By degrees | con- 
tracted a {trong tafte for books ; but from our 
flender finances, and the difadvantages of a couns 
try fituation, that could feldom he gratified, In- 
deed, except afew religious books, which ought 
to tind a place in every fober and chriflian fami- 
ly, | was a Jong time before I knew authors or 
their works even by name. As my undertftand- 
ing, however, began to gain firength, I difcov- 
ered in old new!fpapers, which occafionally wrap- 
ped up articles we purchafed at the thops, that 
hooks of every character and defcription were 
daily and hourly iffuing from the prefs ; and by 
faving fome trivial perquifites which were al- 
lowed me, to encourage affidtity, I at laft ven- 
tured to order a few volumes ; ill felected, it 
mult be confeffed ; but which whetted my de- 
fire to procure more of a better ftamp, 


My parents feeing my attachment to read- 
ing, and perceiving that | never fuffered it to 
interropt my bufinefs, encouraged my tafte as 
much as lay in their power ; and by the time I 
was eighteen, I was miftrefs of nearly fifty books 
of different fizes ond prices, and on almoft as 
many fubjects. 

Abont this period, a young man, a diflant 
relation of our family, who had tor fome tew 
years been a merchant's clerk in Lendon, find- 
ing his health beginning to decline, was advifed 
to try country air; and as onr’s was judged a 
favourable fituation, on mentioning his cafe, he 
received an invitation to vifit us, and to partake 
of the beft accommodations in our power to com- 
mand, Till now I had fcarcely ever feen aman 
drefed in the London mode; and when he made 
his appearance among us, } weekly and vainly 
wifhed that ] might be able to dreSin a ftilemore 
correfponding to that ofeur pueft, left be thould 
feel ahhamed to be feen ia my company at church, 
or any public meeting,

and in youth, Madam, Iam fure you will allow 
it is ia fome meafure venial.

deccrated myfelf in the fmarteft manner wl ick 
circumflances would permit : and | had the fat- 
istaction to find that coufin Mary, as he cabled 
me, was his greateit favorite inthe family, Ig- 
oorant, however, of the world, there were few 
commen {ubjects of converfation between us. I 
could only blufh when be complimented me, and 
cortfey when he fhewed me any civility. By dee 
grees | aflumed a Jittle more cdlipofure in his 
prefence, and lomnetimes ventured to talk of the 
few books | had read, and to enquire concern- 
ing others. He informed me thatin London 
were circulating hbraries; and premifed, on bis 
return, to hire tor my ufe, forme books which I 
had long ardently wifhed toread, He defcant- 
ed on plays, of which I had bitherto no idea: 
talked of Aftley’s, Sadler’s Wel!s, and Vauxhall, 
till I began to imagine that London muft be the 
terre firial paradife, and that pleafure, and amufe- 
ment, and happinefs, mutt of neceility there fill 
up every hour with enjoyment. If | have fince 
tound that good and ill are equally mixed in ev- 
ery fituation, that the buftle of bufinefs, and the 
parade of tafhion, the charms of -varied amufe- 
ment, and the intoxications of diffipation, can 
neither foothe the diflempered mind, nor ftop 
the throb of puin, it is only a natural confequence 
of more mature knowledge, and more extenfive 
obfervation. Youth is the feafon of gay dreams 
and delulive appearances : it is the early period 
of life in which painful reflection does not dath 
the cup of prefent enjoyment ; aad ftern muft 
be that moralit, who would blame its innocent 
fallies of imagination, or wif to fhorten their 
reign ! 

In a few weeks, which feemed to fiy over my 
head with the rapidity of lightning, I began to 
perceive anew fenfationin my breaft. I felt 
that the company of my London coutiu was too 
agreeable to me to be loft without a firuggle ; 
and as his health and engagements both allowed 
and required that he fhould re-vifit the vaft me- 
tropolis, which I too fighed to fee, the day of 
feparation was at left fixed, and I anticipated it 
with a degree of pain which I had never experi- 
enced before. On his part, by many oblique

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from myfelf. I had read of love ; out I had 
never till this period witnefled its power ; and 
fuch was my innocence and fimplicity, that | 
bluthed at the very idea of a partial attachment 
to any, except the authors of my being, 1 be- 
came mopifh and referved : my thoughts wap- 
dered, while my hands were employed: I fre- 
quently forgot what | had the inttant before de- 
termined to fet about; and frequently, when 
afked a queftion, | anfwered directly oppofite. 
My mother fometimes fmiled at my abfence ; my 
father was half angry, ‘ Thele books,’ he would 
often fay, ‘ will turn the girl’s head. I never 
knew any good come to people in our fituation 
who ftudied any thing beyond their bible. But 
I have been to blame: I encouraged her love of 
reading, though it was only with the hopes of 
making her more induitrious, in order to de- 
ferve this indulgence, and to keep her from gof- 
fipping when the had nothing to do.’ 

I itrove to redouble my diligence, and flrain- 
ed my inveniion to pleafe ; bur, though I failed 
in duty, I was fenfible that | puta force on my 
inclinations to appear my former (elf ; and coula 
not help fufpecting, that every emotion of my 
foul was as diitin¢tly vifible to others as it was 
perfectly known to myfelf. In this {tate of agi- 
tation and difguife, however, I had not continu- 
ed long, before | received a parce! of books trom 
my coulin, accompanied by a long letter of 
thanks to my father, in which | was mentioned 
with the mott pointed partiality. Some trifling 
prefents to the old people were alfo received at 
the fame time, with which they were vaitly 
pleafed ; and, whenever a neighbour called, cou- 
fin William was mentioned in terms which in-
